Bprlng Diet. 
An ouikm i f prevention is worth a 
pound of euro. 
A little Hpqjig tonic is 
to tter t han a gallon of summer m edi­ 
cine. 
Human beings, like trees, wish to 
put out fresh sprouts in a few week*. A 
good dose of spring medicine enables 
them to do so in better form. 
I asked a physician yesterday what 
war»the best tonic for this season of the 
year. 
He answered, "F ruit.” 
"Nothing is better than a plentiful 
diet of fruit for the spring,” he contin­ 
ued. 
"I would omit bananas. 
They 
agree with some, but are apt to give 
the majority indigestion.” 
I told him that in my school days 
eaeli spring the scholars were allowed to 
buy a barrel rf apples. 
No restriction 
was put ujioii our eating as many as we 
wanted. 
The teachers selected good 
stock, and our parents approved of the 
programme. 
It was an old fashioned 
school, and that spring diet of apples 
was part of the curriculum. 
When some one interrogated our old 
sehcolmast* r once about the oddity of 
this custom, he nnsw» red, "I never 
could teach anything to children w ith 
torpid livers;” lvnce the diet of apples. 
"Your s« kooimastcr was a man after 
my own heart,” said the physician. 
"Apples are the finest spring medicine 
there is. 
A half dozen a day is a good 
dose. W ith children so desirable a med­ 
icine has no terr* rs. 
Where something 
out of a bottle could not be forced down 
their throats an apple w ill be begged 
for, and the young rascals are just ad­ 
ministering to themselves the best of 
medicine. 
"A woman may talk about the bene­ 
fits resulting to the skin from this or 
that cosmetic, but if that woman would 
go in for a fruit cure tak< my word for 
it she would get more admirable re­ 
sults than ever hoped for. 
"Lemons, oranges, grapefruit, apples 
and grapes. 
"Just before breakfast every morning 
squeeze a lemon into a glass of hot w a­ 
ter without sugar. 
Don’t gulp this 
down, but sip it. 
The hot water is ex- 
celhnt for the stomach, and the lemon 
cuts through the dryness in the throat, 
which is a usual morning condition. 
"It stimulates the appetite and filters 
its way into the blood, purifying as it 
goes. 
This is an hour probably before 
your coffee, preceding one’s bath and 
toilet. By breakfast one is ready for the 
orange, which puts the palate into a 
pleasant tickle for its food. 
"Grape fruit, or the large Florida 
shaddock, is excellent for luncheon. Eat 
it with plenty of sugar, as you know it 
is a most toothsome dish. 
"For dinner I know of no special 
fruit to adopt. Baked apples are always 
palatable w ith one’s meat, and oranges 
can follow w ith the coffee. 
"Before bedtime comes the apple, or 
two of them, if yon care. ” 
"But that doesn’t make up your six 
apples, doctor,” I said. 
"Oh, the others are added all through 
the day, ” he answered. "Eat one when­ 
ever you feel so inclined. 
I should ad­ 
vise a woman to keep a bowl of fruit in 
the room, she oftenest sits in, so that 
whenever she feels inclined her appetite 
may bo easily satisfied. ” 
"But as I don’t care especially for 
fruit, doctor.” I said, “ the inclination 
may never come. ” 
"Yes, it w ill,” he answered. 
MJt’s 
like drinking beer in Germany. 
You 
can’t stand a glass when yon first go 
there, but you find yourself drinking 
quarts a day in a few w eeks’ time. 
"If one is in the habit of awakening 
in the night «and feeling thirsty, a 1cm.- 
ou squeezed over a glass of cracked ice 
and placed oil a table «ear the bed w ill 
be found the most palatable of drinks, 
"You have great faith in fruit, doer 
ter,” I said. 
"It s almost a cure all, 
eh?” 
"W ell, it would serve the purpose* of 
medicine very frequently if adopted. ”

THOSE OF THE LAKES THAT 
SKIPPERS CALL SWASHES. 
THE 


Tlwy Rise Suddenly From Calm W ater and 
Display Many Strango Caprice*—An Old 
Lake Erie Skipper T alks Interestingly 
on the Subject. 


"Tidal waves on the great lakes are 
not of uncommon occurrence, ” said p.n 
old Lake Erie skipper, "and although 
meteorological oxports have for moro 
than 100 years triod to study out their 
causo we don’t know any more about it 
now than they did at tho time the groat 
wave rofio suddenly on Lake Erie, off 
Rookpurt, and destroyed Colonel Brad- 
street’s fleet, in October, 1704. 
That 
was the first tidal wave on the lakes 
that we have any record of. 
"I have seen many of these swashes, 
as we call them on the lakes, tho last 
one about ten years ago, whon my 
schooner was swept high and dry at 
Port Stanley by a wave that seemed to 
rise on tho lake like some monster ma- 
tersand his mother pass in.

iu less than ten minutes, was as smooth 
os a mirror. 
"W ithin the next hour there were 
four more swashes, each one of less 
force and volume, until the last was 
scarcely more than a ripple. 
"Alm ost the first thing 1 reraembrr. 
for 1 was but three years old at the 
time, was one cf theso tidal waves. 
It 
appeared early iv the spring on the Can 
ada shoro, off Ottor Creek. There was a 
piece of woods then* then, with a long 
stretch of beach between it and tho 
laka 
My father had a 35 ton schooner 
lying off tho >horo half a m ile or more 
Tho water was a dead calm, when, 
without warning of any kind, a wave 
lifted itself from tho bosom of the lako, 
probably 1 j* miles ont, and sw'ptshoro-

motely referring to tho subject. 
Aftor 
accumulating theso, it may bo for years, 
ho wades through the mass, selects a 
number of the m ost striking points, ar­ 
ranges them and finally mnkos a few 
jottings in a largo hand, and theso he 
carries with him to the platform. 
The 
process of looking through tho whole 
envelope is repeated each time the ser­ 
mon is preached. 
Partly on this account and partly be­ 
cause in delivery ho forgets some points 
or disproportionately amplifies other% 
no two perm ops aro ever exaotly tho 
same. 
By this method also ^ a matter 
of much moro importance— the delivery 
is always fresh to himself. 
Tims, to 
make this clearer, suppoeo that after a 
thorough sifting 100 eligible points re­ 
main in the envelope. 
Every time the 
Rermon is preached those hundred are 
overhauled. But no single sermon, by 


3 more lim itation of time, can contain, 
say, more than 7Q. 
Ilenco, though tho general scheme is 
the same, there is always novelty in 
tho arrangement, for the particular 70 
vary with each tune of delivery.

greater mistake could be made than tq 
imagine that Mr. Moody does not studj 
for 1)is sermons. On the contrary, ho is 
always studying.

My mother 
and I wore with father on hia schooner. 
As that swash came rushing upon us it 
seemed to mo as if tho leaping foam of 
its white crest was higher than the 
schooner’s masts, but 1 know uow that 
it was not moro than 13 feet high. 
Tho wavo was high enough and strong 
enough, though, to sweep the schoom r 
ashore as if it had been a cockleshell, 
nud across that stretch of beach into the 
woods, where it was left among tho 
trees, a hopeless wreck. 
“ In ton minutes tho lake was as calm 
as ever, bnt an hour lat r a similar 
wave appeared at Kettle Creok, 20 miles 
from Otter Creek, and tumbled all sorts 
i! lako craft ashore. 
“ 1 guess the greatest tidal wavo Over 
seen on any of the lakes was the ono 
Dr. Foster and his party of voyagers 
saw on Lake Superior, between Copper 
harbor and Englo river. 
That was in 
August, 1845. 
This swash was more 
than 20 feet high, and, like all of its 
kind, sprung suddenly from the lake at 
dead calm. 
It was a quarter of a m il: 
distant from Dr. Foster’s boat, which, 
when the disturbance began, was direct 
ly iu tho path °f th« wave. It was ere: *, 
ed with foam, and curled over like a 
mighty ooean surga 
Before reaching 
the boat, however, tho wave turned so 
that its nearest extremity swept past it 
at a distance of 50 feet, the w*ater bo- 
twoen that extremity and the boat being 
scarcely ruffled by the inflnenoo of the 
rushing tide. 
"Tho wave was only half a rnilo from 
shoro, but notwithstanding its great 
size and velocity it never reached thera 
Tho same mysterious caprice that caused 
it to chango its course and pass harm­ 
lessly by the vessel seemed to seizo it 
onoo more, and it sank rapidly from its 
great height as it approached the shore 
and struck tho beach w ith no more force 
or rise of water than m ight have oome 
from tho wash of a passing vessel. 
"I remember a notable swash on Lake 
Michigan at the mouth of the Menomi­ 
nee. That one appeared in April, 1858, 
and rushed into the river w ith such 
tremoudous force and volume thut it up­ 
set the ferryboat on the Menominee. 
The recurrent 
oscillations of 
theso 
swashes uie usually of decreasing size 
and foroo.but this one on tho Menominee 
wasn’t that kind. 
The ebb of this tide 
was just as sudden as its How, but in a 
few* minutes it was followed by another 
wave much larger than the first one, 
and tho ebb of the second swash was 
followed by a wave still larger than the 
peoqnd* 
"That teemed to satisfy the mood of 
the lake at Menominee that day, and, 
w ith tho receding of the third wave, 
qalmness even unwonted prevailed op 
its bosom. 
Tho time between the com­ 
ing of the first wave and the receding of 
tho third was less than 20 minutes. 
"The curious thing about these lake 
tidal waves is that they are entirely lo­ 
cal in their influenoe. 
A swash, even 
of the greatest forco and height, may 
not affect more than a m ile of lake 
front, the wator at either ond of them 
being undisturbed beyond that distance.
